A Diſcription of the Map. 
S the Towneof Ninberke, with a certaine Meert lying ouer 


them followed the Companies of the Pzince of Dzange, | 
and Count Henry, and the other acco2ving to their oꝛder, o 
marching in fall battell array from Embzicke fo the old 
River Rhine. In the meane time all (ach neere paſſa- 

ges and waies which were ſerniceable to the Pꝛince of 

Dzangs, was made ready th2zongh the Berger Dike, to Do⸗ 
elburge, and we (hall ſ now what the enemy will take in hand, 
wyole enterpꝛiſe fo; this pœre is thought to bee diſappointed, the 
Pꝛince of Dzange with his erperienced Generalls + Ingeniozs, 
haue bene aboue and about Res, to view and eſpy ofallthings 
Which are ne&defallfozthem, our Ships of warreare almoſt ſailed 
fo the Sconce, Saint Graue, the Pꝛince lies aboue Embzick and 
Res, oueragainft Griet, where hee hath ſirſt cauſed his Tent to 
be picht, this werke the Doulbiers lie round about in the Uillages 
in the Hetter, as at Doꝛmicke, Mellinguin, Haften and Merren. 

At Rees are diuers moꝛe new Companies, quartered within 
the Cities, and without the Sconces. It hath bene a pleaſant 
thing here to ſ& ſo many choiſe Souldiers, and ſach excellent hoꝛſe⸗ 
men, accompanied with their famous Officers there, with ſo great 
quantity of ſhips laden with Oꝛdnance, Munitian, and Uicuals, 
together alſo with our men of warre, with their valltant Marri⸗ 
ners, alſo Pianners, Magons, and all things needelull koꝛ ſuch a 
Campe, the Pzince of Dzange himſelle is in the houſe ol Doen, 
betwerne Embricke and Nas, his Maieſty of Bohemia is gone 
to Embzicke, and the hozſemen and fofemen are about Rees 
and vpwards, the Pꝛince of Dzange will make a Fozt betweene 
Embaicke and Kees. 

The great Bꝛidge oner the Weell is bꝛoken downe and carri⸗ 
ed higher, g laid ouer the Rhine,right ouer againſt Gulet, which 
is ready: the Pzince of Oꝛange bath canſed at the ſame time part 
of his Army to march ouer it to the other ſive ofthe Rhine. 

The Marqueſſe Spinola at his comming to Weſell, thought 
here and there fo wozke wonders, but thecomming of the illus 


runne away : hee hath wonderfull Intruments with him, as 
1000. Lanthoznes and Boates, 16. Shallops to carry Souldi- 
ers ousr, and 2. great Ships to paſſe ouer hoꝛſes on, 140. Ma- 
gons with Shallopes and Spades, Cozd Wagons, as alſo 100. 
Ulagons with Gunpowder, Duens, and other things of the like 
nature, likewils he hath cauſed ſome ol the Slopes out of Flan- 
ders fo be bꝛought to him, the which hee lapethby the Bꝛidge in 
the water. At is thought that hee might wellizing his Army to 
this ſide ol the Rhine, and encampe it aboue and below Ueſell, 
ſeeing that on the other ſide all pzoniſion of Uitnalls are ſpent, he 
cauſeth a Bꝛidge fo be laid ouer the Lip abone UWolell, therebe- 
ginneth not only in his Army, but alſo in Ueſell, it ſelfe a ſud⸗ 
den burning krenticke ſickneſſe to raigne, which hath already
